NEW YORK Most Americans believe in love at first sight, 
have never read their partner’s email and think good sex is 
very important to a successful relationship, a poll released 
Wednesday showed. 

They also cited a partner’s TV choices as the most annoying 
source of strife— more than household chores, bedside reading 
or cleaning the bathroom. The telephone poll was conducted 
from Nov 16-19 and had a margin of error of plus or minus 3 
percent. 

“Fifty-six percent of Americans believe in love at first sight, 
and the percentage is even higher for married people and those 
in relationships,” according to cbs.com, which conducted 
the 60 Minutes Wanity Fair poll. Here is a look at some of the 
other stats. 



When a married man fails to wear 


his wedding ring, nearly a third of 
Americans perceive the move as a 
desire to appear single 


The survey of 1,100 adults about 
love, marriage and relationships 
revealed that only 17 percent 
have peeked into their other 
half’s email. 


Despite the old jokes, 
nearly three-quarters 
of Americans have no 
problem getting along 
with their in-laws, but 
the number dropped to 
62 percent for couples 
living together. The ma- 
jority said they get along 
well with their significant 
other’s family. 


When asked which mar- 
riage vow is the hardest 
to keep, 26 percent said 
“to be faithful.” 



While proposing on bended knee may 
seem old-fashioned to some, 45 percent 
of Americans think asking a father for his 
daughter’s hand in marriage is a necessary 
courtesy, compared to less than five percent 
who found it sexist and offensive.

Senate scramble flops 


State legislators fail 
to act on gay marriage, 
assault weapons bills

SPRINGFIELD A proposal to legalize same-sex 
marriage was shelved Thursday when Illinois 
senators left town without voting on it and sup- 
porters decided to drop efforts until after the 
new General Assembly is sworn in. 

The failure to launch on same-sex marriage and 
the lack of a vote on gun control showed both the 
geographic and philosophical divisions that exist 
among lawmakers in Illinois. It also illustrated a 
frequent political dynamic of lame-duck sessions: 
some legislators who are in their final days of pub- 
lic service can’t always make it to work, so it be- 
comes difficult to pass tough legislation.

In total, 220 Republicans out of a conference 
of 234 went for the Ohio Republican during the 
tension-filled vote on the House floor. 

Some GOP lawmakers didn’t answer, or simply 
voted “present,” when called to vote. In total 12 
Republicans declined to vote for Boehner— a tiny 
percentage, but still the largest number opposing 
the re-election of a House speaker in recent his- 
tory 

In his speech to the newly convened 113th Con- 
gress, Boehner alluded to the nation’s massive fed- 
eral debt, saying it was placing the well-being of 
the country in peril. Despite furious negotiations 
with President Obama last year, Boehner was un- 
able to develop a so-caUed “grand bargain” to re- 
duce the national debt.

Kirk gets back to work 


□ WASHINGTON Keeping a pledge he 
made last spring. Sen. Mark Kirk 
climbed the Capitol steps Thursday to 
mark his return almost a year after suffer- 
ing a major stroke. 

The 53-year-old Republican from Illinois 
was greeted by two top Democrats: Vice 
President Joe Biden and Sen. Dick Durbin, 
the senior senator from Illinois. 

Using a four-pronged cane, Kirk made 
the climb assisted by Biden and Sen. Joe 
Manchin, a West Virginia Democrat who is 
Kirk’s best friend in the Senate. Hundreds 
of well-wishers applauded, including more 
than 60 members of Congress. 

Biden, addressing Kirk as he began 
his climb, remarked: “%u got aU day pal.

Kirk’s climb took about 
20 minutes, since he paused at times, giving 
a hearty wave or a thumbs-up to cheering 
lawmakers. He got a hug and kiss from one 
lawmaker. Sen. Kay Hagan (D-N.C.). 

Kirk, wearing eyeglasses, a light blue tie 
and a dark suit and overcoat, conquered 
each step chiefly using his right leg and 
foot, as his left leg remains impaired. His 
left arm appeared largely immobilized. 

Several House and Senate members 
from Illinois were among those who turned 
out, cheering “Bravo” when Kirk reached 
the top of the steps at the Senate’s exterior 
door, located on the second floor of the 
Capitol.

What should fans be excited about in Season 3? 

A lot of the same characters are coming back 
that Carrie and I have done. There are story 
arcs that go throughout the season this time. 

It’s still sketches but we’ve sort of expanded it 
a little bit. The episodes are a little more inter- 
connected. That’s ’cause we’re fans of TV and 
such fans of “Homeland” or “Game of Thrones” 
and we’re like, “How do they do that? How do 
they draw you in?” So we just tried to include 
some of that. 

Are you surprised by how popuiar the show has 
become? Or even the individual characters? 

Absolutely, because when we write this stuff it’s 
in a small room, and it’s just the writers— not 
very many of us —John Krisel, our director, and 
Carrie. We just think of things and it’s not like 
we roll over laughing. We don’t go like, “This is 
genius.” ... We’re like, “I guess that’s good.” To 
see it come back to us and for people to tell us 
it had an effect is really great. That’s the nature 
of a TV show, but it’s still lucky because you can 
never predict what’s going to be popular. It was 
special to us, but there are things that didn’t 
dawn on me like people identifying with some 


of the characters. 

I have five characters you’ve done in “Port- 
landia” and “SNL” and I was wondering which 
one of these wouid be your most ideai dinner 
companion. Peter from Peter and Nance; 
Nicholas Fehn; Candace from Women and 
Women First; Garth from Garth and Kat, or Nina 
from “Portiandia’7 

I’d say maybe Candace or Nicholas Fehn. But I 
have to choose one. Candace, because Nicholas 
Fehn would need so much spotlight. He likes 
to talk and talk and talk. So Candace, I think, 
would have good stories about her past.

‘Argo.” 

Ben Affleck’s 
widely praised Oscar 
contender is plenty 
entertaining, but its 
sense of place and 
investigative detail 
don’t come within 
miles of the immer- 
sive power of “Zero 
Dark Thirty,” direc- 
tor Kathryn Big- 
elow’s and her “Hurt 
Locker” writer Mark 
Boal’s tale of the hunt for Osama bin Laden. 
You walk out of ‘Argo” tense and impressed 
at the craft; after the mission in “Zero,” 
which is “based on first-hand accounts” of 
real events, you feel like you were there. 

The film hinges on something that’s dif- 
ficult to summarize and presumably even 
more difficult to report: CIA intelligence. 
Two years after 9/11 — the film opens with 
audio recordings from that day, includ- 
ing a woman’s 91 1 call from a high floor of 
the World Trade Center— Maya (Jessica 
Chastain) doesn’t even change out of her 
suit before arriving in the Middle East for a 
waterboarding-assisted interrogation. The 
interrogator (Jason Clarke of “The Chicago 
Code”), who means it when he says to the 
detainee, “When you lie to me, I hurt you,” 
tells her there’s no shame if she prefers to 
watch on a monitor outside the room. No 
dice; Maya wants to show she belongs, even 
if it takes time for her to stomach the suf- 
fering and humiliation she sees. 

This, of course, is a small piece in a giant 
puzzle. “Zero Dark Thirty,” which also

features Kyle Chandler, Jennifer Ehle, Mark 
Strong, Mark Duplass, Chris Pratt and 
Joel Edgerton, challenges viewers to keep 
up with developing information gathered 
by controversial and desperate means. It’s 
evident that, as the saying goes, you catch 
more flies with honey than vinegar. 

The 157-minute running time zooms by 
That’ll happen in a movie this engaging and 
consistently riveting. Explosions terrify; 
possible leads go nowhere— or to tragedy. 
Throughout, Bigelow and Boal don’t shovel 
on the human aspect. Maya must compen- 
sate for male colleagues subtly underesti- 
mating her. What she loses by committing 
so deeply and permanently to her pursuit 
of bin Laden becomes evident not, say, via 
expository dialogue about her family or 
background but through Chastain’s perfor- 
mance. Her resolve is so strong that when 
Maya’s determination finally gives way to 
fatigue, the moment is likewise emotionally 
shattering to watch. 

So much of the tightly focused film oper- 
ates on a believable wavelength that a few 
lines ring false— blatant screenwriting (like 
“Do your {bleepin’} jobs; bring me people to 
kill”) that pulls you out of a movie in which 
you’re up to your neck. 

Of course, never does the apolitical “Zero 
Dark Thirty” make a manhunt look easy or 
use music or action to create a rah-rah sa- 
lute to the heroes. Agents and soldiers scrap 
and push and do their jobs, without fear and 
without fail.

Looper 

Time travel is like meth to many 
writers. The plot gimmick has a 
powerful addictive draw despite, 
more often than not, it resulting in 
a slow, painful death. 

Rian Johnson gave into the at- 
traction and uses time travel in 
“Looper.” The story is about a 
future where murders are so hard 
to commit that victims are sent 
30 years into the past where hit 
men kill them and dispose of the 
bodies. It’s a profitable life for Joe 
(Joseph Gordon-Levitt) until he 
has to kill his future self. 

Johnson’s script doesn’t dwell 
on the time-travel elements. 
Instead, it focuses on the relation- 
ships that emerge between these 
close encounters of the clock kind. 
The most interesting is Joe’s con- 
nection to Sara (Emily Blunt), a 
single mother living on a remote 
farm with her special son. Joe’s 
presence in their lives shifts both 
her timeline and his own. 

The only problem with the film 
is the side effects of a time-travel 
story-even when handled with 
such thought and sincerity. If you 
allow yourself to ponder certain 
elements-like why Johnson cre- 
ates parallel time lines with no ex- 
planation-then the film collapses 
on itself. 

It’s best to step back and look at 
the story’s central questions: What 
are the elements that shape our 
lives and what influence do oth- 
ers have on us? That’s where the 
film is its strongest and why you 
should make time to see it.

The dads haven’t known each other long— 
only since still-closeted Paul walked into 
the bar where Rudy works as a drag queen 
performer and the two hit it off Gumming 
and Dillahunt effectively communicate the 
instant connection, though the major flaw of 
‘Any Day Now” is the ease with which these 
two transition from strangers to lovers to boy- 
friends to parents— and the ease of Marco’s 
assimilation to the new living situation. 

Those concerns add up to a shrug in a 
melodramatic but sincere film overflowing 
with both compassion and exasperation, as 
good people strive to do a good thing and in 
return the system looks for any possible rea- 
son to turn the child over to someone else.

Sad tale of tiny thief 


I can’t say I expected 
Chicago-born Gillian 
Anderson (“The X- 
Files”) to appear in a 
small role in the Swiss 
drama “Sister.” 

The film, re- 
cently named to the 
shortlist of possible nominees for the 2013 
Oscars’ Best Foreign Language Film category, 
has another surprise up its sleeve, but it’s 
to director/co-writer Ursula Meier’s credit 
that “Sister” doesn’t hinge entirely on a 
twist. Rather, it’s a low-key, affecting story of 
dreams at odds with reality and crime sprung 
from necessity— with a final moment that 
perfectly encapsulates simultaneous hope 
and disappointment.

Klein) supports himself by stealing skis, 
helmets and anything else he can find at a 
Swiss resort, eating pocketed sandwiches and 
selling the stolen merchandise to kids and 
instructors. 

“Nobody cares up there; they just buy an- 
other,” Simon says when giving his unreliable

older sister Louise (Lea Seydoux of “Mis- 
sion: Impossible— Ghost Protocol”) a stolen 
jacket. These two are on their own, but youth 
looks after experience as Louise frequently 
takes off with this guy or that guy with no 
particular sense of when she’ll return. 

The well-acted “Sister” does not always 
feel fully sketched. It’s unclear how the duo 
has lasted this long under the circumstances 
and what normally happens when the skiing 
season ends. Yet as Simon envies the love a 
vacationing mom (Anderson) gives her kids, 
and Simon later awkwardly tries to pay for 
the family’s lunch, the film makes you forget 
this kid’s criminal ways in the context of 
loneliness and desperation. 

He may deserve the occasional trouble 
he gets into with guests or staff, but Simon’s 
pretty much an army of one.

Nellie McKay has a 
talent for alienating’

“You think that your personality is going to go 
over, but it doesn’t,” laments singer-songwrit- 
er Nellie McKay “I thought I had a talent for 
alienating people, but I have no idea what it is 
that doesn’t go over.” 

In 2004, McKay released an attention- 
grabbing debut, “Get Away From Me,” a 
double-disc set of Tin Pan Alley pop, jazz, 
disco and endearingly awkward attempts at 
rap beloved by critics and the few thousand 
people who heard it. She was 21 years old, and 
so uncool she was cool. 

McKay could have played out the string and 
probably enjoyed a few profitable years as a 
Norah Jones for ironists, but instead she took 
the long way: She embarked on a career that 
has included a Doris Day tribute album, a few 
discs of original material and acting stints on 
Broadway and in movies— but little that could 
be considered mainstream-minded.

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Fans give local band big surprise

For local bands, touring is both a dream and 
a problem. On one hand, playing sold-out 
shows across the country measures the high- 
est aspirations, but logistical issues such as 
transportation, gasoline, gear, food and shel- 
ter make anything beyond a brief regional 
tour often impossible. 

While finishing up its sophomore release, 
Chicago band Minor Characters had been 
planning for such a limited tour, until, after 
their recent Metro show, the band received 
a surprise gift from their family friends and 
fans: a van, gas money that will allow the 
band to travel more than 7,800 miles and six 
months of car insurance. 

“In that moment, it was like some weird, 
surreal TV show, like Make a Wish founda- 
tion or Ed McMahon showing up at your 
house with a giant check and balloons,” said 
bassist Adam Schneider, 26. “It was crazy and 
mindblowing. There were so many people in- 
volved, and none of us had a single idea.” 

The band, also composed of Andrew Pel- 
letier, Shelby Pollard and James Ratke, was 
planning a Midwest tour along with a trip to 


SXSW, but the influx of resources might make 
them reconsider their plans. (“It’s enough gas 
to get you to Los Angeles four times!” bel- 
lowed their friend Nick Brysiewicz when he 
announced the gift onstage.) 

What the band appreciated most was the 
magnitude of the gesture in and of itself, Sch- 
neider said, adding that the group supports 
the ideology behind grass-roots fundraising 


like Kickstarter but was very hesitant to start 
one of their own so early on. 

“It was overwhelming— completely un- 
expected,” he said. “To know that so many 
people invested themselves, financially and 
personally, in what we’re doing. The love and 
the caring that that shows, that means more 
than I could ever even put into words.”
